
Now council has £300,000 
to spend on town projects 


THE spirit of Christmas comes early to Lyme 
Regis tonight (Wednesday) when town council¬ 
lors will sanction further funding for community 
projects after hearing that they have a staggering 
£300,000 plus surplus. 

They will be told by town clerk John Wright that the 
council’s budget surplus could be as much as £311,000 - 
and not the £192,000 revealed in October. 

The original budget surplus for the financial year 2013- 
2014 was put down to an excellent summer season and a 
change in approach to utilising council reserves. 

The council has resolved always to keep £500,000 in 
its coffers for a rainy day but to use sums above this to 
support community projects in the town. 

With that in mind, the council has already agreed to al¬ 
locate £318,000 to three projects - up to £150,000 for the 
long-awaited Lyme Regis skatepark in Charmouth Road 

Popular wood giveaway 
raises £136 for food bank 

LYME Regis residents donated £136 to the local food 
bank when they collected wood from the town coun¬ 
cil. 

Dozens of cars queued up at Strawberry Field on 
Saturday morning to pick up logs distributed by Lyme 
Regis Town Council. 

The council’s operations manager Elliott Herbert 
said the popularity of the giveaway exceeded their ex- 
pections. 

“We expected our offer of free wood to be popular, 
but we were surprised at just how many people turned 
up on the morning. 

“Each car went away with two wheelbarrows of 
wood and all the supplies were gone within half an 
hour of opening the gates.” 

There was no charge for the wood, but residents 
were encouraged to give a donation to the mayor’s 
charity, Lyme Regis Foodbank. 

An impressive £136.91 was contributed, as well as 
a bag of non-perishable food.

car park, repairs to the railings at St Michael’s Parish 
Church and to carry out necessary works at Monmouth 
Beach and Ware Cliff, the site of severe land subsisidence 
earlier this year. 

Mr Wright will play Santa again tonight when he re¬ 
veals that the council has enjoyed another windfall since 
the October meeting, by selling off four day huts and 
identifying a further sum of £39,649 which was in excess 
of the council’s reserves. 

After agreeing to support the three projects above coun¬ 
cillors were asked to come up with other ways of sup¬ 
porting communituy projects if the money became 
available. 

At tonight’s meeting of the Strategy and Policy Com¬ 
mittee, councillors are expected to hand out a few more 
“Christmas presents”. 

Top of the list will be Lyme’s much admired commu¬ 
nity learning centre, LymeNet, which is struggling finan¬ 
cially. For the financial year 2014-2015 LyneNet is 
expected to record a deficit of £62,000 and tonight will 
seek “transistional” support from the council of £24,800 
whilst they seek other sources of external funding. 

Other projects that have been put forward for support 
include: 

♦ A subsidy of £5,400 for the Charmouth Road park 
and ride with Dorset County Council having recently 
withdrawn financial support. 

♦ Works on the Guildhall, including structural and 
building repairs to reconfigure the meeting area. 

♦ A pay increase for outside staff. 

On the question of increasing the wages of the outside 
staff, this was raised during the public forum at the last 
full council meeting by former council dog warden Derek 
Hallett, who claimed that the outside workers, whilst re¬ 
ceiving the minimum hourly rate, were paid below what 
was considerd to be the minmum living standard. 

With so much money “sloshing around” he asked coun¬ 
cillors whether they thought they had a moral duty to ad-

The sleigh belted out Christmas tunes and Santa met chil¬ 
dren and gratefully received donations for this year's cho¬ 
sen charity. 

Mr Causley said: "May I express my sincere thanks to the 
people of Lyme Regis for helping us to raise a record £800 
for the skatepark. 

"We were blessed this year with the weather being per¬ 
fect for our tour around the town, and therefore more peo¬ 
ple came out to see us on our annual journey around Lyme 
Regis. Our sleigh has once again brought a smile to faces 
young and old, and raised a great sum of money for an¬ 
other good cause. 

"I am very gratefull to Lyme Regis Carnival Committee for 
their continued support, with a donation towards the in¬ 
surance, etc. They have supported the sleigh every year 
since we started 12 years ago. 


"The sleigh collected £748 on the tour and then we took 
Santa back to our quiz night at the Huntera Lodge in the 
evening, and we managed to reach the £800 mark with do¬ 
nations from the quiz teams. 

"I would like to personally thank the following people for

A MAJOR rescue operation was launched when two 
men became cut off by the tide, having found their dog 
dead on the beach. 

Lyme Regis lifeboat crew, coastguards and the coast¬ 
guard helicopter from Portland were called to rescue 
dog owner Tom Williams and his brother-in-law 
James Kingham on Sunday morning after they had 
found three-year-old red setter Paddy dead on the 
beach. 

The dog had gone missing the previous day while 
on a walk with the two men above cliffs at Thorn- 
combe Beacon, east of Lyme Regis. Mr Willi ams and 
Mr Kingham had searched for Paddy until darkness 
fell and resumed their search on Sunday morning 
when they found him dead. 

Mr Williams, 28, from Isleworth, west London, said: 
“We didn’t know where Paddy had gone. He just ran 
off. He was a lovely dog, and now I think he just 
chased one rabbit too many and went over the cliff. 


“We searched for him on Saturday until it was too 
dark and then decided to search again the next morn¬ 
ing, which is when we found him on the beach.” 

When Tom and James, 31, became cut off by the 
tide, Tom’s father, Andy Williams, 65, alerted Portland 
coastguards. Lyme Regis lifeboat crew was launched 
at 1 lam but a heavy swell and rocks meant two crew 
members, Murray Saunders and James Rice, had to 
swim ashore to assess the situation. 

Lifeboat helmsman Brian Street said: “Because of 
the sea conditions and the rocks, and also because it 
was not a life threatening situation, we asked for the 
coastguard helicopter to assist in the recovery of the 
two men and the dog. 

“The helicopter crew also picked up our two crew 
members from the beach and lowered them to the 
deck of our lifeboat.” 

Mr Williams, his father and brother-in-law had been 
spending a week on holiday in Bridport.

to address this situation. 

Any recommendations councillors 
make tonight will have to be ap¬ 
proved by the full council on Decem¬ 
ber 18th. 

But Mr Wright has warned mem¬ 
bers that the funding of any further 
projects in 2014-15 will be made on 
the understanding that their year-end 
forecasts are accurate. 

In a report he said: “The forecast is 
based on actual income and expendi¬ 
ture at the end of October and an es¬ 
timate of income and expenditure up 


until March 2014. 

“Estimates are based on informed 
judgement: the exact level of surplus 
will not be known until 2013/2014 
accounts are finalised. 

“In addition, the year-end surplus 
could be adversely affected by un- 
forseen events that require expendi¬ 
ture.” 

Mr Wright also stressed that it was 
important the funding for these proj¬ 
ects was not released until such time 
as the year-end accounts were fi¬ 
nalised.

Save the Children to celebrate 
25th anniversary with auction 


THE Lyme Regis branch of Save the Children is 
about to celebrate its 25th anniversary with a replica 
of the event that launched the group. 

The branch was founded in December 1988 thanks 
to generous sponsorship of then mayor, Dennis Ap- 
plebee, and assistance from the Rotary Club of Lyme 
Regis. 

To mark the occasion, the new branch held a gath¬ 
ering at the Marine Theatre, where the principal 
fundraiser was an auction of goods donated over the 
previous weeks. The event raised £3,000, which got 
the branch off to a wonderful start. 

The group has done its best to continue this mo¬ 
mentum over the past 25 years, holding two Llag 
Days a year and other fundraising events, meaning 
the volunteers are able to send £6,000 a year to the 
Save the Children headquarters - totaling an esti¬ 


mated £10,000 since it was founded. 

The branch’s celebration of its 25th aniversary will 
coincide with one of the charity’s most desparate ap¬ 
peals for their overstretched efforts to improve con¬ 
ditions for refugees in and around Syria and those 
affected by Typhoon Haiyan in the Philippines. 

To raise funds for these appeals, the branch will be 
holding a similar auction and raffle at the Woodmead 
Halls on Lriday, Lebruary 7th 2014, to be attended 
by the Mayor of Lyme Regis, Councillor Sally Hol¬ 
man.

Somers Road plans given go ahead 


A CONTROVERSIAL planning application for five 
houses on land adjacent to Somers Road, Lyme 
Regis, has been given the go ahead. 

Outline planning permission for five houses on the 
site was received in 2010 but neighbouring resi¬ 
dents objected when the latest application, giving 
full details of the size and design of the proposed 
houses, was submitted, arguing that they were too 
big and out of keeping with the area. 

Neighbours argued that they were "maximum size 
houses on a tiny plot of land"and were much bigger 
than expected when the original outline planning 
application was submitted. 

One resident who lives just below the site said he 
was concerned about the psychological effects the 


development would have on him, as it would affect 
the light, environment and privacy of his property, 
leaving him living like "rats in a laboratory or goldfish 
in a bowl". 

Lyme RegisTown Council recommended refusal of 
the plans on grounds of the size, scale and design of 
the houses being too large and out of keeping. How¬ 
ever, West Dorset District Council gave approval to 
the plans in November. 

District councillors agreed with the recommenda¬ 
tion of planning officers, which stated that the de¬ 
velopment would "not harm the landscape qualities 
of the Area of Outstanding Natural Beauty or the vi¬ 
sual amenities of the locality" and that "residential 
amenities would not be significantly compromised".

T AKE a festive 
tale from one 
of our greatest 
wordsmiths, put on a 
combination of those 
who have dedicated 
themselves to the am¬ 
ateur stage, throw in a 
few cute kids and 
some lovely voices... 
and what have you 
got? 

You’ve got a sure-fire hit 
on your hands. And that’s 
exactly what “A Christmas 
Carol”, staged by the ever- 
impressive Lyme Regis 
Dramatic Society, deliv¬ 
ered at the Marine Theatre 
last week. 

This was the simple in¬ 
terpretation of Charles 
Dickens’ seasonal ghostly 
tale, presented in a very 
clever fashion and, whilst 
not exactly a musical, a 
galaxy of voices were kept 
busy with no fewer than 11 
Christmas numbers, finish¬ 
ing with a rousing “Deck 
The Halls With Boughs of 


Holly”. 

The transition from the 
choral to the dramatic was 
handled with ease and 
made one of Dickens’ 
more morose subject mat¬ 
ters all the more delightful. 

There’s never been any 
shortage of expertise or 
experience in Lyme Regis 
Dramatic Society, much in 
evidence in this produc¬ 
tion, but it was good to see 
so many young performers 
involved. 

So a hearty Christmas 
cheer for Sebastian Rob- 
son-Ellis, whose touching 
portrayal of the feeble 
Tiny Tim called for a 
“Silent Night” solo and 
drew warm applause from 
an appreciative audience. 

He was in good com¬ 


pany with other confident 
contributions from a 
clutch of young perform¬ 
ers, including: Mike Spel- 
lar (Young Scrooge), 
Philomena Brogan-Harri- 
son (Scrooge’s sister), 
Eleanor Robson-Ellis, 
Benedict Brogan-Harrison 
and Mary Marguerite Bro¬ 
gan-Harrison, some of 
whom played more than 
one role. 

They would have learned 
a great deal from this pro¬ 
duction, for on stage with 
them was the cream of 
Lyme’s dramatic talent 
down the years. 

The role of that old skin¬ 
flint Scrooge was wonder¬ 
fully portrayed by society 
stalwart Fred Humphrey 
who at the curtain call

looked totally exhausted, 
such was the effort and 
emotion he put into the 
role. 

His long-suffering ac¬ 
counts clerk Bob Cratchit 
was handled with great 
deference by Steve 
Knight, who injected just 
the right degree of hum¬ 
bleness into his portrayal. 

Full of bonhomie 

Also impressive was 
Jerry Smith as Scrooge’s 
nephew, full of bonhomie 
and determined not to 
allow his uncle’s parsi¬ 
mony to ruin the Christ¬ 
mas spirit. 

Anne King was her su¬ 
perb self as The Ghost of 
Christmas Past and was 


even more impressive in a 
later scene as the laundress 
with the delightful Sylvia 
Lee (charwoman) flogging 
off Scrooge’s possessions. 
Sylvia still has that unique 
knack of extracting the 
very most in audience re¬ 
action from just one look. 

And how pleasant it was 
to see the multi-talented 
Nicky Sweetland in a 
more sedate role from the 
usual blockbusters she has 
performed in the big musi¬ 
cal shows staged by the 
local operatic societies in 
recent years. 

A talented actress in her 
own right, her lovely voice 
contributed greatly to the 
musical success of this 


production. 

Chris Knight (Marley’s 
Ghost and Ghost of 
Christmas Present) and 
Simon West (Ghost of 
Christmas Yet To Come) 
brought some appropriate 
spookiness to the proceed¬ 
ings, and Richard Stirk 
demonstrated his versatil¬ 
ity by playing three roles, 
including the archetypal 
Dickens’ character Mr 
Fezziwig. 

Excellent support with 
some impressive cameo 
roles came from Pam 
Ladd, Karen Hull, Linda 
Crawford, Hazel Cawte, 
Heather Britchford, Nicole 
Parkinson-Ward, Nicky 
Hinton, Angela Taylor, 


Pete Ward and Abby 
Smith. 

With near full-houses 
and glowing reports from 
the audiences, director 
Cherine Hill, assisted by 
Richard Stirk, can feel 
well satisfied that their in¬ 
terpretation of “A Christ¬ 
mas Carol” added greatly 
to the start of Lyme’s fes¬ 
tive celebrations.

Food 

• Lots of 'human' food is bad for pets so never be 
tempted to share your Christmas dinner with 
them. Treat your pets by giving them pet specific 
treats and maybe a new toy. 

• Never feed your pets poultry carcasses as the 
bones may split once swallowed. 

• Keep your pets away from things we would 
consider treats - chocolate and grapes (and also 
raisins and sultanas) can be poisonous as can 
onions and garlic. They will be more than happy 
with their own treats. 



Trees and Plants 

• Real Christmas trees are mildly toxic to some 
animals and the oils can be an irritant so artificial 
trees could be the best choice. Be aware these can 
still harm your pets if they like to chew, though. 
Consider buying a smaller tree and raising it off 
the floor. 

• We all think about trees and decorations being 
spikey for children but they can be a hazard for 
pets too. Needles may get stuck in claws and 
throats and decorations may be very tempting to 
chew and then shatter, causing more hazards. 

• Cords and lights may cause a chewing and tan¬ 
gling hazard for pets. 

• Always make sure you shut your pets away 
from trees (artificial and real) and decorations 
whilst you are out of the house.

Lyme Matters 


B LIMEY! Lyme Regis 
Town Council seems 
to be awash with cash 
and now we learn it has a 
budget surplus of more than 
£300,000. 

In nearly 50 years of reporting on 
local councils, I can’t remember a 
time when a local authority was so 
flush. 

Much of it is down to the wonder¬ 
ful summer we had, generating 
more revenue than expected, the 
selling off of beach huts and, as re¬ 
ported in this column previously, a 
bit of blue sky thinking over how to 
treat cash reserves. 

We have got used to councils 
being cash strapped, especially in

the last few years of the credit 
crunch and austerity, but in Lyme 
councillors are being asked to come 
up with suitable community projects 
such as the skatepark for public 
funding. 

As Christmas is coming and I’m in 
a much better mood than I was when 


I last put pen to this column (thank 
you for asking), we should be gener¬ 
ous enough to pat our councillors 
(and especially town clerk John 
Wright) on the back. 

There are, as to be expected, a few 
who will question the wisdom of 
such generosity until we are fully 


out of recession. Another argument 
put to me was that it would be bet¬ 
ter to reduce the town’s precept 
(that’s our share of the council tax) 
which would mean everyone in the 
town would benefit and not just 
those who are connected with the 
community projects being funded. 

At the last council meeting Strat¬ 
egy and Policy chairman Mark 
Gage made great play of the fact 
that this current council had 
pegged their precept for three years 
running and, whilst we should wel¬ 
come this, Lyme council is not 
alone in doing so. 

County and district councils have 
been forced to cut their budgets 
drastically by the government, 
leading to certain services being

slashed, especially at county level, and 
all councils were urged to reduce ex¬ 
penditure. 

All town councils in this area, with 
the exception of Sidmouth, have 
pegged their precepts. 

Our town council is indeed in the for¬ 
tunate position of being able to sup¬ 
port a number of projects rather than 
have to withdraw funding, but it does 
put them in an invidious position in 
choosing which projects to support. 

In a town like Lyme where there is a 
high population of retired people, 
which is the more important - the 
young or the old? 

After being starved of funding for so 
long through a lack of facilities, the 
focus has been very much on support 
for the young in recent years with the 
council generously supporting the es¬ 
tablishment of The Hub youth club 
and now the long awaited skatepark. 

There is one other section of our 
community which has received little 
support in recent years - those who 
enjoy playing sport. 

Lyme must be the only resort on the 
south coast that has no tennis courts. 
There are no facilities for women’s 
sport in this town. Even the putting 
green, where I spent many happy Sun¬ 
day afternoons as a young lad, is being 
shut. 

The town council did buy the Straw¬ 
berry Field for leisure and recreation 
but was disgracefully thwarted by the 
planners and there are rumours that 
other uses are lined up for it. 

My hope is that the council’s good 
housekeeping may be put to good 
sporting use in the future. 


A hideous cycle which we can break 


W hen the world education league ta¬ 
bles were published last week, 
much fuss was made of the fact the 
UK has slipped to 26 on the chart. No fuss 
whatsoever was made of Africa’s position; 
little wonder, as it hovers somewhere around 
minus infinity. 

In Sub-Saharan Africa - which is that area of the con¬ 
tinent to the south of the Sahara Desert, i.e. most of it 
- there are about 80 million children of school age. Of 
these children, UNESCO estimates that at least 46 mil¬ 
lion have never stepped inside a classroom. 

And of those who are more fortunate to attend 
school, most of them will be pulled out of it by the time 
that they are 11 or 12, because of water. 

If you live in a country where there is no natural clean 
water, or if you live in a country where a natural dis¬ 
aster has destroyed the clean water supply, your choice 
is stark and simple - fetch clean water or don’t live at 
all. 

Asha, whose name ironically means “life”, is 13 
years old and lives in Burkina Faso, near Datra. A 
keen, naturally-intelligent child, she did well in pri¬ 
mary school at rudimentary reading and wanted to be¬ 
come a doctor. But, like four out of every 10 children 
of the area, mainly the girls, she did not complete pri¬ 
mary school because once she was strong enough she 
was sent to carry clean water. 

Like millions of women and children across Africa 
and Asia, every day Asha walks for three to four hours 
to fetch clean water in a large plastic petrol container. 
Sometimes, when the nearest water source dries up, 
she walks for eight hours to and from the next closest 
one. 

It’s hard going; the average temperature of Sub-Sa¬ 
haran Africa is between 20c and 35c, the tracks are dry,

dusty, peppered with stones, it is easy to slip from ex¬ 
haustion, graze and cut her knees, and spill her pre¬ 
cious load, which means walking all the way back to 
the safe well again. 

The weight of the water she carries in the deep heat 
for hours every day, day after day, is 20 kilos, which 
is about the same weight as the average airline permits 
the likes of us to take as baggage allowance for our 
holidays. 

Imagine carrying your holiday suitcase for four hours 
in 30c heat. Then imagine having to do it again tomor¬ 
row, and the day after that, and every day after that for 
most of the rest of your life - this is Asha’s future. 

Asha will never get back to school, she will never 
learn to read properly, she will never get to become a 
doctor. Like 90 per cent of the women of Sub-Saharan 
Africa, she will remain semi-literate or illiterate until 
the day she dies. 

In Africa alone, the total time spent by people walk¬ 
ing for clean water each year is 40 billion hours. What 
level of learning could be achieved each year in 40 bil¬ 


lion hours? 

But because they cannot learn, because the need to 
fetch clean water is greater than the need to read and 
write, they cannot educate themselves. And because 
they cannot be educated, they cannot develop agricul¬ 
ture and engineering and all of the rest of the modern 
means of living without having to walk half a day with 
the crippling weight of a suitcase on your back. 

It is a hideous cycle. But it is a cycle that we can 
break. 

As simply a lack of clean water is a major cause of 
lack of education and development, we can help in a 
basic, cheap and ingenious way - with a basic piece 
of kit called the Water Survival Box. 

The Water Survival Box has been developed by the 
Rotary Club of Chelwood Bridge, Midsomer Norton, 
to keep alive people who have been left with nothing 
by natural disasters like hurricanes, earthquakes 
floods, typhoons and drought. Through their charity 
World Water Works (http://worldwaterworks.org) this 
basic little box has helped to keep alive thousands of 
families in Sri Lanka, Chile, Pakistan, Chad, Mali, 
Kenya, Haiti, the Philippines and many other places 
of desperate emergency need. 

This plastic box is crammed with all that you need 
to stay alive after you have lost everything - cooking 
and eating utensils, basic means of shelter and other 
essential kit - but most importantly a water-purifica¬ 
tion pump that will make clean water from dirty water 
and provide a family of four with clean water every 
day for a year. 

Each box costs £150 to kit out and to send to those 
in need. Each box contains the magic pump which 
means for many that there is no need to walk to the 
well.

Local writer publishes first novel 
with help of Arts Council scheme 


LOCAL writer Sean Geraghty recently had his novel 
"The Borassic Coast" published with help from the 
Arts Council scheme "FeedARead". 

The book, currently available at Serendip book- 
ship in Lyme Regis, is a collection of intertwining 
stories featuring a variety of individuals, set in lo¬ 
cations along the World Heritage coastline, includ¬ 
ing Lyme Regis. It harks back to the tough lifestyle 
of pre-"discovered" Dorset and provides an anti¬ 
dote to the vision of a rural idyll; it offers challeng¬ 
ing themes to the reader at times and its dark 
humour is not for the faint-hearted. 

One reviewer said: "I bought this because the title 
amused me and because I once lived in rural West 
Dorset where this collection of stories is set. I was 
quite unprepared for what happened next... firstly, 
I was startled by the cinematographic quality of the 
writing; it was like being at a private view of an en¬ 
lightened film club's showing of short films noirs - 
descriptive camera work, a lingering depiction of 
marginal places in a familiar landscape, everyday 
characters dislocated from everyday life. 

"I also wasn't properly prepared for the depth of 
horror, walking a fine line with black comedy at 
times. The final chapter brought the biggest sur¬ 
prise with a cleverly composed apocalypse in 
which all the characters encountered in the sepa¬ 
rate stories are simultaneously united and dis¬ 
persed. But what really elevates this book is the 
author's unsentimental compassion for this motley 
crew of odd-bods slopping about in the underbelly 
of Dorset." 

Sean has lived in West Dorset since early 1970s 
and attended the Woodroffe School before going 
on to study at Bournemouth University, achieving 
a BA in scriptwriting. He is well known locally as a 
musician with his band The Sidekicks. 




He said:"The book has 
initially been published 
independently through 
the Arts Council 
scheme 'FeedARead'. 

This doesn't mean I've 
received any grant pay¬ 
ment, the scheme is de¬ 
signed to offer cheap 
rates for independent 
authors to break into 
publishing and find 
new markets. I'd highly 
recommend it to any¬ 
one who has considered publishing their own 
work. 

Sean (pictured right) is now hoping to get sup¬ 
port from other independent bookstores along the 
coast willing to stock his novel. It is also available 
direct from the poublisher and a preview is avail¬ 
able of the FeeARead website, where it entered at 
number five in their top 10 titles in Novmeber. 

Sean added: "Holding the finished item in my 
hand was quite an astonishing feeling and reviews 
have been very encouraging. Having brought one 
project to completion it feels like the next one 
should be easier. That's the theory!" 

"I'm currently developing a follow-up and hoping 
it happens within a year. This first project took at 
least five years to bring together. Like anything else 
worthwhile, it took a lot of hard work and de¬ 
manded a tremendous learning curve. 

"I hope that readers will enjoy a sideways glance 
at West Dorset and recognise some of the different 
dimensions of living on the margins of the tourist 
trail." 


Art society finish successful 
season with a festive theme 


LYME Regis Art Society enjoyed a festive end to their sea¬ 
son of demonstrations, which have varied from oils, 
acrylics and now, finally, watercolours. 

Marilyn Allis, born in Dorset, showed members how this 
medium can be handled with delicacy and precision to 
create a clean clear image, using only shades of one or 
two colours. 

Her first image was of Corfe village with the ruined cas¬ 
tle in the background. 

Working on rough white Saunders Waterford paper with 
black and white photographs as her reference, she picked 
out shapes of the same degree of shade. Using French Ul¬ 
tramarine blue, she painted in collections of lights and 
darks adding more water for paler shades and more paint 
for the darker areas. 

A dry brush dragged across the foreground roofs left 
the rough bumps in the paper unpainted, giving a sparkle 
to the tiles whilst thin lines of very dark paint emphasised 
the edges of buildings and 
chimneys. 

Marilyn always dries the 
paint with a hairdryer as 
she goes along to see the 
finished shades, not just 
the newly painted ones, as 
watercolours are always 
paler when dry. 

With ten minutes to 
spare before tea, members 
were treated to a lighten¬ 
ing sketch of a goose - its 
dark neck and head just 
turned enough to show its 
bright orange beak. 

With the Christmas dec¬ 
orations up in the venue of 
Woodmeads Halls, the 
group then enjoyed mince 
pies, cake and goodies 
with their regular tea, and 
an extended socialising 
time before returning to

Free training for 50 local 
job seekers at LymeNet 


FREE training will be 
available for 50 job seek¬ 
ers following LymeNet’s 
successful bid for Dorset 
funding. 

The scheme, named 
“Get That Job”, will 
complement the other qualification 
training that LymeNet offers (English, 
maths and IT) by being geared specifi¬ 
cally to gaining knowledge and experi¬ 
ence relevant to the workplace. 

Peter Jeffs, centre manager at Ly¬ 
meNet, said: “Many employers have 
found that even well-qualified people 
who have not been in employment have 
had no chance to pick up essential 
workplace skills. 

“These might include writing reports, 
time management skills, using essential 
office equipment (e.g. current photo¬ 
copiers), e-mail protocol, presenting 
yourself well, telephone skills, cus¬ 
tomer care and many other s kill s. 

“Not only people who have never 
worked can benefit, but also those who 
are long-term unemployed, those now 
having to find very different work, or 
people returning to work after children 
or after having to care for someone 
else.” 

The requirements of each individual 
will be assessed by LymeNet’s fully 
qualified careers advisors and a training 



plan (approximately eight hours of free 
training) will be agreed. This is avail¬ 
able for anyone over school leaving age 
looking for work. 

Mr Jeffs added: “LymeNet is de¬ 
lighted with the award of this funding 
which, though quite modest, makes so 
much sense against the other things that 
LymeNet provides, and should give real 
help to 50 people in the Lyme area who 
are struggling to find work.

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Fine Christmas Fayre from 
the Lyme Bay Chorale 

ReView | Lyme Bay Chorale at Lyme Regis Parish Church 
Sunday, December 8th.

ONCE again the Alex Davies and the Lyme Bay Chorale have produced a first class 
concert, to the obvious delight of a large audience at the Parish Church last Sunday 
afternoon.There were several invited guest musicians to help make the concert such 
a success. These included 8 brass players and a timpanist from South West Brass, 
whose trumpets, trombones and tuba played an exciting role in much of the after¬ 
noon's programme. Just occasionally they could not resist demonstrating that they 
could easily overwhelm the combined forces of choir, audience and full organ with 
as thrilling a sound as can ever been heard in the church. Other guests were Roisin 
Linnet (violin) and her teacher Sudhi Salooja. They played most beautifully in Elgar's 
lovely part song The Snow. 

The guest conductor for the concert was Dr Peter Milmer, music director of the 
Seaton Choral Society. Throughout the concert he held the combined forces of the 
choir and brass together with his clear beat and always appropriate tempi. In the Rut¬ 
ter Gloria it was a joy to watch him negotiating the constantly changing jazzy synco¬ 
pated rhythms, at the same time transmitting to the choir the confidence needed for 
this challenging piece. His presence allowed Alex Davies to accompany the entire 
concert on the organ and occasionally the piano. This he did marvelously, with es¬ 
pecially beautiful effects in the Britten Missa Brevis, where the organ part calls for 
the utmost virtuosity. 

What of the programme itself? It was an eclectic mix, with something for everybody 
(and of course a strong flavour of Christmas). However there were also two very sig¬ 
nificant choral works, both based on the Latin Ordinary of the Mass but entirely differ¬ 
ent in character. These were Benjamin Britten's Missa Brevis (1959) and John Rutter's 
Gloria (1975). As is the case of many of his works, Britten composed the Missa Brevis 
for a specific choir and person, namely Westminster Cathedral Boys Choir and their 
organist George Malcolm. It is unique in the way it explores the haunting effect of 
boys'voices singing in three part harmony, often with close intervals and an organ 
accompaniment of extraordinary imagination and colour. The sopranos and altos of 
the Lyme Bay Chorale coped well with the difficult intervals and wide dynamic range 
of this music, although of course they were spread rather thinly through being a rel¬ 
atively small in number. Another half dozen would have let the great climax at the 
end of the Benedictus make an even more thrilling impact. 

Rutter's Gloria was composed more or less exactly for the forces available last Sun¬ 
day, with only the percussion being not quite up to strength. It is one of Rutter's more 
substantial works, with three distinct sections. The fast outer parts are full of brass 
fanfares and rhythmic excitement, and here the LBC showed off just what a talented 
smallish choir can do when backed by great brass players, magnificent organ accom¬ 
paniment and a first rate conductor.

TOYOTA proves it's no seasonal 
one-hit wonder with yet another 
dominant performance in the an¬ 
nual TUV reliability report. It heads 
the internationally respected sur¬ 
vey with no fewer than 15 models 
earning a top 10 ranking, including 
both current and older vehicles. 

It's the fourth year running that 
Toyota has emerged the leading 
manufacturer in the independent 
survey, published this week in con¬ 
junction with Auto Bild magazine. 
The results are particularly strong 
for Prius, which is the number one 
vehicle in the categories for both 
four-to-five and six-to-seven-year- 
old vehicles, reaffirming the robust 
and reliable quality of Toyota's full 
hybrid technology. 

In the two-to-three-year-old cate¬ 
gory iQ takes third place ahead of 
Avensis in ninth. Among vehicles 
between four and five years old 
Auris is rated eighth behind the 
top-rated Prius, while in the six to 
seven years category Prius leads a 
field that includes Verso in sixth, 
RAV4 in seventh and Yaris in ninth.

Football Partnership's urgent appeal for more 


THE soaring success of football in and 
around the Bridport area has led to a 
problem of a shortage of pitches to meet 
the ever-increasing demand, particularly 
from the growing number of youngsters 
wanting to take up the game. 

Now an appeal has gone out to parish 
councils and local landowners to see if 
they would be willing to hire out pitches 
or provide an area where local clubs 
could rent a space in order to meet the 
growing need for weekend matches and 
midweek training. 

Geoff Joy, chair of the Bridport and Dis¬ 
trict Football Partnership whose area 


covers Lyme Regis, Beaminster, Bridport 
and the many village communities lying 
near the three towns, made the appeal 
after members raised the issues they 
were facing at the latest meeting of the 
partnership. 

"There are now 18 youth sides, two 
women's'teams and seven other mem¬ 
ber clubs affiliated to the partnership, 
and there are simply not enough local 
pitches to go around at the weekends. 

"Bridport Town Council and a few other 
organisations including local primary 
schools help provide the venues outside 
of our clubs'own facilities but even when 


some pitches are used two or three times 
over the weekends, there just aren't 
enough to go around," he said. 

The former Bees stalwart and ex-Dorset 
county manager stressed that local 
youth and girls'teams endeavoured to 
help themselves as much as possible but 
without more venues being made avail¬ 
able they were now struggling to fulfil all 
their fixture obligations. 

"It is such a shame when everyone's ef¬ 
forts have been in increasing participa¬ 
tion among our local children of both 
sexes to engage in sport. If more pitches 
aren't forthcoming teams are likely to 


fold and the interest we have generated 
will naturally wane."

Mr Joy said he felt sure there were 
other existing pitches, perhaps owned 
by parish councils or attached to senior 
schools, which could be used more ex¬ 
tensively at weekends and some other 
landowners might be glad of a small 
rental income for the use of a piece of 
land which clubs might be able to serv¬ 
ice themselves as a viable pitch.
